It was provided in 
the bill that hereafter no judge of the 
supreme or superior courts shall receive 
for himself or any member of his family 
any free pass from any rallroad company 
or any frank from any telephone, tele- 
graph or express company upon pain of 
fmpeachment, nor shall any judge who 
accepts such favors from this elass of 
corporations be entitled to receive the in- 
creased salary provided for in the bill. 

Pretty Parliamentary Tactics. 

It was by a very pretty piece of par- 
Wamentary tactics that the salaries were 
put at $3,000 and $4,000 instead of $2,500 
and $3,500. An amendment providing 
that no judge who received such favors 
from corporations should ‘be paid the 
$3,000 and $4,000 salaries as provided for 


pass amendment at the instance of Mr. 

Biaton, of Fulton. When the anti-free 
pass amendment, which was voted on 
frst, was adopted, it therefore fixed the 
gfalaries at $3,000 and $4,000, and all 
gmendments for lesser amounts, of which 
there were several, were thus out of 
order. 

There is no doubt that the house wil! 
Stand by the anti-free pass amendment, 
for it was largely through that condi- 
tion. if not altogether, that the increased 
Salaries’ were secured. It is expected, 
however, that the senate will readily 
agree to the amendment, as it can do 
by a majority of a quorum, becatise the 
senate has already cast twenty-one votes 
in favor of an anti-free pass measure. 

It is understood the judges will be well 
Satisfied to accept the condition. Many 
of them now are inclined not to accept 
free passes, but do so in order that they 
may not seen queer or different from oth- 
fs. There is no thought that, as a 
fule, free passes influence the judges in 
amy way, and the particular reason for 
Prohibiting them from accepting them, 
is to do away with any bad impression 
Which that act might make on the pub- 
lic mind. The judges one and all will, 
doubtless, be glad to get the handsome 
increase in salary which they well de- 
Serve, and to comply strictly with the 
Condition which has been lald down by 
the legisiature. 


Reduction Was Expected. 

The judges’ salary bill as passed by 
the senate, provided for an increase 
from $3,000 to $4.00 in the salaries of 
the judges of the supreme courts and 
an increase from $2,000 to $3,000 in the 
Salaries of the judges of the superior 
courts. 

The bill was considered in committee 
of the whole last vear, and the favorable 
Tepott of the committee was agreed to 
by the house. Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, 
Moved that the house reconsider its ae- 
tion in agreeing to the committee re- 
dort, and stated 'that he did so because 
Of the small attendance and because of 
the tendency to oppose increased sala- 
ries.

In an effort to have.a resolution re- 
scinded or amended which virtually ig- 
nored the chief of police and put the 
money and power into the hands of the 
chairman of the police board to catch 
gamblers in the city, Commissioner Eng- 
lish useil some of the most pointed lan- 
guage ever heard at a board meeting. 

This subject was the first taken up at 
ithe meeting of the police board last night. 

Captain English declared that the board 
ha violated the law and that every 
member of it could be impeached for 
‘what it had done. He declareti in the 
most emphatic manner that ‘the chief of 
police had been seriously reflected upon 
without cause or jffbtification. He read 
reports which showed that all the claims 
about the chairman catching more gam- 
blers than the chief were without foun- 
dation and that the chief had done most 
excellent work. He appealed to the 
hoard to treat the chief with gustice and 
fairnesss. 

But all of Commissioner English’s ar- 
guments were of no avail. When a vote 
was taken the five members who had 
caucussed in the morning stood shoulder 
to shoulder and the resolution ignoring 
the chief was allowed to remain. 

A Slap at the Chief. 

It developed last night that the pro- 
posed fight on the Bamblers was a slap 
at the chief of pot€®®. ‘There appeared 
to be an effort on the part of some of 
the commissioners to get’ up something 
against the ghief for ‘future use.” 

Both Commissioner English and Mayor 
Howell said that if tthe chief had been 
derelict in his duty in the least, charges 
should be preferred against him; or if 
he was not efficient or able to run the 
office anothr man should be plated at the 
head of the department. 

Commissioners Brotherton and Nunnal- 
ly disclaimed any intention to reflect upon 
Chief Ball, although they would nof vote 
to take the prosecution of gamblers out 
of the hand of the chairman of the 
board. The reading of the Key ordinance 
by the mayor had no effect whatever on 
the five members who had held a caucus 
Tuesday morning. 

Commissioner English had the resolu- 
tion read which was adopted at a secret 
meeting of the board last month. It 
stated that $860 should be glaced in the 
hands of the chairman of the board to 
be paid to Detectives Lanford and Kil- 
patrick, who were to make reports to 
the chairman when their work was com- 
pleted. 


English Has Apologized. 

‘“T never heard such a resolution read 
before this board,’ said Commissioner 
English. ‘‘I have apologized to the chief 
for what part I took In that secret meet- 
ing.’’ 

‘“T read the resolution most distinctly,”’ 
said Commissioner Brotherton. 

‘I state on my honor, and I will swear 
to what I say,’’ replied Commissioner 
English, ‘that I never heard such a 
resolution.’’ 

‘‘?T never heard it either,’ stated Mayor 
Howell. “I certainly would never know- 
ingly have voted to ignore the chief of 
police for it would have been a violation 
of the law.”’ 

‘Well, the board passed the resolu- 
tion,’’ said Commissioner’ Brotherton, 
“and we have caught gamblers. Forty 
of them have been arrested. We waited 
for the chief to act and he would not.’’ 

Commissioner English read a_ report 
which showed that some gamblers said 
to have been caught by the chairman 
were caught by the chief of police.”’ 

“Commissioner Brotherton is quoted in 
the public press,’ \tsaid Commissioner 
‘English, ‘‘with saying that the chief did 
not catch gamblers.’ 

“Yes, I said it,’’ came from Commis- 
sioner Brotherton. . 

“Then I say that such is not a fact,’’ 
retorted Commissioner English. ‘I have 
the records.”’ 

Com@issioner English then read from 
official reports which showed that Chief 
Ball had arrested seventy-two gamblers 
last year and had caught seventeen just 
prior to the time the board held that 
noted secret meeting. 

“Now, Captain Brotherton,” said Com- 
missioner English, “how many gamblers 
do you say were caught while you were 
chairman of the board?” 

“One hundred and twenty-eight,” was 
the reply. 

“The records show only sixteen,” stat- 
ed Commissioner Pnglsh. 

“There is another thing,” said Com- 
missioner Brotherton. ‘We were in- 
formed that the gamblers were being 
tipped off.’ 

“Have you any evidence to that effect,” 
asked Mayor Howell. 

“Not right here with me,” was the re- 
ply. 

Praise for Chief Ball. 

Commissioner English said he had no 
issue to raise about the prosecution of 
| gamblers, but he gaid it was the manner 
that he objected to. 

“Now,” said Commissioner Bnglish, “I 
do not claim that Chief Ball has no peer 
in the country, but I do claim that he ix 
honest, truthful and upright and that he 
is using his best efforts to suppress crime.

These words were uttered by Captain 
James W. English at the police board 
meeting last night, when an effort was

It had become evident to Captain Eng- 
lish that five members’ of the board, 
those who had held a caucus in the 
morning and had decided how to vote on 
the resolution ignoring Chief Ball in 
the prosecution of gamblers, were stand- 
ing together to keep the Tibbs case from 
being reopened, The words quoted above 
were used by Captain English when the 
five caucus members were about to ig- 
nore a communication from Tibbs rela- 
tive to his case. 

Just before the board adjourned Cap- 
tain English stated that he would make 
a motion to reconsider the action of the 
board in the Tibbs case. 


An Appeal for Justice. 

“tT do this,’*’ he said, ‘‘because I be- 
Heve it Is just and right. I no more be- 
lieve that Tibbs meant to swear falsely 
than I do that I intend to jump out of 
that window. I «ppeal to you not to 
Do not send 
him out, under a doubdt, branded with 
the serious crime of perjury when he is 
not guilty. In the first place, Tibbds 
had already been tried on this charge 
and been reprimanded by the chief. In 
the second place, 
leged offense prior to his last election.” 

‘Y voted to find Tibbs guilty,” stated 
Mayor Howell, ‘‘not knowing that he 
had already been tried for the same of- 
fense. Under our former verdict dis- 
charging him from the force, he will 
have a good case in the courts against 
the city. You can’t try a man twice 
for the same offense. All this trouble 
gtew out of friction between Tibbs and 
Moon. Moon was found guilty on two 
charges and he therefore violated his 
oath of office, and is as guilty as any- 
body else of perjury. We should act on 
this matter with impartiality. There 
might have been some feeling, for Dr. 
Fox refused to vote when Tibbs was 
found guilty. There have been a great 
many inquiries about why this board 
suspended one man for thirty days and 
discharged the other man.”

George Graham Vest 
Frankfort, Ky., December 6, 
was graduated at Central college, Ken- 
tucky, in 1848, and at the law college of

He was a member of the Missouri house 
of representatives in 1860-61; was a mem- 


ber of the house of representatives of the 
confederate congress for two years and 
a member of the confederate senate for 
one year and took his seat March i8, 
1879, in the United States senate and was 
| reelected in 1885 and 1890. 

In the fifty-third congress (1893-95) he 
was chairman of the committee on public 
buildings and grounds and a member of 
the committee on finance, on commerce 
and on the transportation of meat 
products. 

The last notable fight made in the 
United States senate by Senator Vest was 
during the controversy over the tariff on 
(coal in January, 1903, following the an- 
thracite cOal strike. It was noted then 
that his brilliant mind was supported only 
by a frail body, and during the greater 
‘part of his argument he remained seated 
'9r supported himself with. a cane. 
| Senator Vest’s term expired March 4 last, 
he having declined reelection. He was the 
| last member of the government of the 
confederacy who was at the time a mem- 
|ber of the congress of the United States. 
During the period of a generation he had 
been one of the strongest debaters upon 
the democratic side of the senate, and 
‘commanded the respect as well as the 
friendship of his republican opponents. 
Mr, Vest was a notable man among the 
giants of his time, of his section and of 
the entire country. It has been suggested 
that as Thomas H. Benton, of Missouri,

Waghington, August 9.—Secretary Hay 
occupied considerable time at the cabi- 
net meeting today in a presentation of 
the latest phase of the Turkish situation.

Selma, Ala., August 9.—(Special.)—Saer- 
iff Blackwell appeared before uJdge J. 
W. Mabry, of the city court here, this 
afternoon and swore out warrants 
against D. O. Stenfill, B. F. Cherry and 
M. M. Ransom, charging them with mur- 
der, The three men are the deputy con- 
stables who were pringing a negro named 
Edmund eBll from Sardis last Saturday 
afternoon, where he hed a preliminary 
hearing, when it is alleged that a negru 
mob took the prisoner from them and 
after hanging him to the limb of a tree 
riddled his body with bullets. 

The three men were jodged in Dallas 
county jail tonight, but neither prisoners 
nor sheriff would make any statement. 
The action of Sheriff Blackwell is com- 
mended by all law-abiding citizens in the 
county and it is thought that ne has 
eufficient evidence to convict them or 
he would not have sworn out the war- 
Tants against the men and then executed 
them. jit is generally believed that if a 
mob of negroes lynched Bell that it was 
led by white men.

Colonel Goode, who is near four score 
and ten, said he had known personally 
“Robert Toombs, the fearless tribune 
of the people; Alexander H. Stephens,

While there is nothing sensational in 
the report of Section Director Marbury 
so far as Georgia is concerned and no 
occasion for the calamity howlers to 
get busy, the fact remains that the re- 
cent rains have without question result- 
ed in damage ito the present cotton crop. 

A synopsis of Section Director Mar- 
bury’s report for the week ending August 
8, which was given out yesterday, is as 
follews: 

‘“‘Showery weather prevailed during the 
greater portion of the week, and the last 
two days were cool for the season. Heavy 
to excessive precipitation was quite gen- 
eral over the state—the rainfall for the 
week exceeded 4.00 inches at many 
poinnts, with maximum falls of nearly 8 
inches in parts of Dougherty and Ran- 
dolph counties. 

“The excessive moisture during the Iat- 
ter part of the week was unfavorable 
to cotton, causing an increase of shed- 
ding and rusting which are now general 
in about all middle and southern coun- 
ties. Black root is spreading, and is 
doing considerable damage in some of the 
southern districts. Fields are becoming 
grassy, and plants are growing too much 
to weed. <A period of dry, gunny and 
warm weather would be greatly bene- 
ficial to the crop. Corn on lowlands was 
damaged by overflows, but that on up- 
lands is doing nicely. Fodder pulling 
was retarded by the rains... The com- 
mercial peach crop {s about marketed. 
Potatoes, peas and cane are making fa- 
vorable progress in most sections, and 
pastures are in excéllent condition. The 
rice crop is above the average.” 

Will Affect Market. 

It will be. seen by this report that 
black root is spreading and causing 
sideralle damage in tthe southern Mis- 
tricts. It will be remembered that jthis 
black root ‘was first discovered 
Valdosta some six or seven years; ago, 
and at that time a United States 
pert came down to try and find a \cure 
for the disease, but failed. , 
One cotton man in speaking of yester- 
day’s rather discouraging report, had this 
to say: 

“While it may séem incongruous for a 
cotton man to say so, I am rather glad 
to hear of the report to the effect that 
the rain has damaged the best prospects 
for the coming cotton crop. I believe 
that this report will have a beneficial 
effect on the price of cotton for the mar- 
ket, owing to tthe reports of the govern- 
ment have been by far too bearish. For 
instance, they have reported prospects 
of 91 on an ideal grop and this is neces- 
sarily bound to affect prices and I be- 
lieve that the report of yesterday will 
give a bullish turn to the market and 
be of material benefit to the growers. 
All of the reports have been going too 
much in the direction of a tremendous 
crop for this season and rather than feel- 
ing sorry for the facts as furnished by the 
government yesterday, I am glad of it, 
for I think it will have a tendency to 
boost cotton, which just at this par- 
ticular time is exactly what is needed,” 

When Local Forecaster Marbury was 
seen yesterday, he stated that the heavy 
rainfalls of the last week had not been 
general over Georgia alone, but over the 
entire cotton belt, from the western sec- 
tion of Texas to the coast as well. This 
only bears out the statement of the cot- 
tom man quoted above that the result of 
this report is certain to affect the mar- 
ket in favor of higher prices, for not only 
the Georgia grower, but of all of the 
southern pilaniers as well. 

Rain Fall Was Heavy. 

The rainfall for Atlanta last week 
shows some most interesting * figures. 
During that time 4.72 inches of rain 
fell, most of which arrived on Saturday 
and Sunday. In the month of June 1.87 
inches of rain fell and in July 2.67 inches. 
In this way it shows that the rainfall 
for the last week was greater than for 
the entire months of June and July. 

Apparently the present year is trying to 
get even with the deficiency since Jan- 
uary in the first week in August, for 
notwithstanding the heavy rainfalis of 
last week, the present year shows a defi- 
ciency in rainfall of 10.35 inches up to 
yesterday. From this it would seem that 
the rain is all coming at one time, which 
naturally has had the effect of starting 
weeds to growing at a tremendous rate, 
and has at the same time aided in the 
spreading of the black root, which was 
first discovered in the sea island cotton 
district. _ 

While the rainfall for the week ending 
Monday in Atlanta was only 4.72, a very 
large figure by the way, that of Albany 
was 7.62 inches or almost 8 inches of 
rain. Newnan escaped with 4.78 inches, 
while Griffin reported A.28-inches and 
West Point 4.98 inches. 

But just a paragraph will show how 
Atlanta stands for deficiency since the 
first of the year in the matter of rain- 
fall. In January there was a deficiency 
of | !-2 inches; in February another 
| t-2 inches; March 3 1-2 inches; April 
2 Inches; May 3-4 of an inch; June 2 
inches and July 2 !-4 inches. But when 
tt comes to the month of August up to 
yesterday the records showed that the 
present month was 3.56 inches ahead in 
the matter of rainfall. As this is the 
first month in which the rainfall is any- 
thing but deficient for the present year, 
the record, made last week is certainly 
exceptional. But as the cotton man 
remarked, it is quite possible that the 
report of yesterday will have the effect 
of boosting the price of cotton, which, 
he believes, has been kept down owing to 
the constant optimistic reports on the 
part ¢ the government.

I can now see him at Spottsylvania just 
as I saw him that cold raw morning when 
a great host of federal cavalry swept 
down on us. It was just about dawn 
and we were given a genuine surprise... /t 
was a panic almost, in fact, it was a 
panic complete until Fitz Lee mounted a 
great roan cob he had just secured en 
a raid some of the boys had made into 
West Virginia. The horse was a powerful 
one and was by no means easy to har- 
dle. But Fitz Lee was at home in the 
saddle. His bugler obeyed his orders. 
and the few of us who had not had 
time to get away swarmed to him. The 
federals were thicker than the rain drovs 
and for a few minutes it was almost im- 
possible to see an arm's length away. 

“In less time than it takes to tell it 
we were completely surrounded by the 
men in blue and our death or capture 
seemed inevitable. Suddenly the sun 
came out brilliantly and then it was that 
the stampeded boys in gray saw whére 
their leader was. The federals saw it, 
too, and recognizing their great advan- 
tage, started forward. 
than th> confederates could stand. Fitz 
Lee was their idol. Horses were wheeled 
around and a dash was made for the 
federals around the general. As a con- 
federate always rodie that body rode that 
morning. It was get out of the way or 
be run down by them. Fitz Lee had 
seen but little chance of escape until he 
heard the yell of his men. In an in- 
stant he realized the situation and dig- 
ging spurs into the side of that Dig 
roan he made a dash for what appeared 
an open point. At that point Kilpatrick, 
the union commander, was surrounded by 
his staff. Kilpatrick was a_ fearless, 
dashing rider.
